It is pretty cer- 
tain that the parties who captured Barmore 
did not live in or near Columbia, but prob bly 
hailed from Giles county, where Kuklux is 
said to flourish. A company of Federal troops 
has Been in Columbia for months.

AFFAIRS IN SPAIN. 


The Duk? of Montpepsier’s Manifesto 
—The Municipal Eiections. 

The Madrid journals publish a manifesto 
from the Duke of Montpensier, dated Lisbepn, 
the 19ih inst. The Duke explains the purpose 
of his recent-journecy to Spain, which he jus- 
tifiles on the plea that he was anxious, as a 
ci'izcn, to exercise his right to offer, aa in 
duty bound, his services to his qountry as a 
svldier, in order to aid in its defense against 
fn outbreak which he beHeved had been in- 
stignated by the reactionary party. He sim- 
ply intended to serve as combatant, and gave 
no official notice of his step, as it was 
lis intention to throw off his incognito as 
s000 a8 he should have reached the scene of 
eco test. Upon arriving at Cordova he discov- 
ered that the true aim of the insurrectaon was 
not of a reactionary character, and he re- 
turned to Portugal. The letter declares un- 
true certain accusations whieh had been raised 
sgainst him, and proceeds to recall the fact 
that he wished to have taken part in the war 
against Morocco, as could be proven from offt- 
cial documents; further, that he and his Con- 
cort, the Infante, had unceasingly endeavored 
to induce the late Queen Isabeila in 1859 and 
1806 to follow a liberal policy—etforts which 
unfortunately had been unavailing, He re- 
spects the principle of universal suffrage as 
the source of the levitimate elaim of a nation 
to share the political qgdministration of & 
free country. The Doke says that, not 
withstanding the fact that he himself 
is a devoted Catholic, he wishes that cvery 
one in Spaiu should worship God according ta 
the promptings of his conscience with aa much 
liberty as is enjoyed by Spanish residen's in 
London, Edinburg or Geneva, The letter con- 
cludes with the assurance that the writer is 
not influenced by ambition; that, fn fact, he 
covets nothing, saye once more to belong to 
Spain, the new Spain of liberty.

It is sometimes 
custc mary for the President or Cashier of a bank, 
or other private corporation, to receive allowance 
of salary, but tbat cannot be considered as ap- 
plying to everrbody.

Governor Helm was elected as Gov- 
ernor of our State atthe time of his death, and 
with or Without precedent I think he should re- 
ceive some sort of compensation for the disar- 
reng«~ement of his family and other tneonventen- 
cies brought about tn the discharge of hts duties 
as a pubile servant. t Washincton in cases of 
this kind the rule is different from that of Ken- 
tucky, and I approve of that rule. 

There are no restrictions placed in the Constl- 
tution against opr doing what is but Just and hon- 
orable. Noman has ever devoted himself with 
greater singleness of purpose o1 greater simplicity 
of charact r to hts State than John L. Helm; 
none within my mewory,. certain. I know he was 
never a Senator, Mini-ter or Cabinet officer, but 
he ro-e toa :ank that left him respected and est- 
teemed as highiyrvsanyofthem. fpringing from 
that old stock that came across the mountains to 
win this land for us, he honored them and gave 
honor abd dignity-to ns. 

i jearp that poverty—honorable poverty—is now 
befcre his family. Death has stricken down the 
eldest son, one of the most promising young men 
lever knew. There ts strong resistance made to 
the resolution, ane though I am decidedly for the 
re-olution,! am willing to listen to reason.

ANECDOTES OF PREACHERS. 


A Book ot Theological Cariosities. 
{From the New York Evening Post.] 

Among the reeent London announcements 
is that of a book bearing the suggestive title 
of “Curiosities of the Palpit and Palpit Lite- 
rature.* Its editor, Thomas Jackson, preben- 
dary of St. Paul’s Cathedral, has done his 
work faithfully, and the result is 2 delightfully 
entertaining eoilection of the grandeur and 
quaintness, the humor and pathos of the pul- 
it from the days of Augustine and St. 
jasil to those of Chalmers and Beech- 
er. Many of the anecdotes and 
illustrations are necessarily somewhat fa- 
miliar, but as a whole the book is singularly 
fresb and piquant, covering ground not previ- 
ously traversed and most dexteriously evading 
the quicksands of pedantry and dullness, The 
term pulpit has a heatiien origin. In the 
iene and theatrical Rome of Terence tle 
pulpitum was the front portion of the stage, 
where the chicf action of the classic piays 
took place. Ecclesiastical architecture is also 
not a littl indebted to the pazans. When 
Christianity Leeame a power, the Roman em- 
perors opened the great halls of justice to 
the bisheps. These splendid structures con- 
sisted of a broad central nave, with side 
aisice, from two to three hundred feet long 
and seventy or cighty fcet wide. A platform 
with concentric steps stood in front. Here 
sat the indce, and at his feet the criminal. 
““Thus,’’ remarks our author, “devout adora- 
tion and loud praises to Jesus are offered on 
the spot corresponding to that where he was 
once arraigned and condemned.”’ Of the 

first sermons in these courts of Christianit 
Mr. Jackson gives vivid illustrations. St. 
Chrysostom’s boldest utterances were ¢ztem- 
and have been handed down 
the medium of what 
days was eailcd 

short-hand reporting. From the homilics 
which this and other great fathers of the 
church have left, one can still see photograph- 
ed the vices and the vir.nes, the fashions ia 
toilet and costume, and all the iInterbiending 
social and political life of the times. Here, 
however, the author treads on beaten ground. 
Upon the subject of medieval preaching Le Is 
more at home, and his studies have brought 
to ight many curious passages, Some of these 
are very humorous; others are [luminated by 
agtaint but powerful imagination. An ex 

omple of the latter is presented in ‘ 
THE CAPUCHIN’S SERMON.

‘JOHN LASSENIUS, 


the chaplin tothe Danish court, who died at 
C: penhagen in 1792, heving fora long time 
perecived, to his vexation, that during his ser- 
mon the greater part of his* c »ngreguation feil 
asicep, suddenly stopped, pulled a shuttiecock 
out «of his pocket, and began to play with it 
in the pulpit. A circumstance 80 extraordi- 
nary naturally attracted the attention of that 
pert of the congregation whe were still awake, 


& shoit time everybody was lively, aud lookin 
to the pulpit with great astonishment. Th 
was just what Las<enius wished; for he imme- 
diately began a most severe castigatory dis- 
course, saying: “‘When I announce to yon 
s:cred and important tiuths you are not 
ashemed to go to sicep, but when I play the 
fool you are all eyeand ear!”’ 

A curious habit is recorded of Lassenius. 
He used to stop in the middle of his sermon 
and take.a glass of wine or other cordml. This 
practice is being revived by some Noncon- 
iormist ministers in London, who have 8 
tumbler of water by their side in the pulpit. 
Ap old minister says that this is owing to the 
exccesive dryness which characterizes them in 
preaching. 

" SLEEPING IN CHURCH 

is one of the sins which the clergy of all na- 
tions and times have take» vigorously in hand. 
A Methodist preacher, provoked from this 
cause, shouted suddenly with a loud voice, 
‘A fire, a firel’’ ‘“‘Where, where?’’ his 
auditors, whom he had roused from their 
slumber; ‘‘in the place of pun‘shment,” added 
the preacher, ‘for those who sleep under the 
mwigastry of the holy apes 

Another preacher, tinding himself in a simi- 
ler eituation, stopped his discourse sharply, 
and ina sbrill whispering tone addressed him- 
self to » number of nolsy children in the gal- 
lery — “Bilence—silence, children. If you 
keep up such a noise you will wake all the old 
folks below.”

‘rhe wisdom of a modification of the usury 
laws has come at last to be generally ad- 
mitted; even the old prejudice against 
usury has gradually given way before the 
common sense proposition that a man may 
do ashe will with his money as with his 
ox or his ass, his horse or his labor. But 
we are told that Lousville is grasping;

tries to a point of feeling more or less ani- 
mated and abusive. 

In this article we desire to show cause 
why the bill should pass into a law. It is 
our purpose to explain, with some detail, 
its reciprocal sdvantages to town and 
country, no less than its justice as a cardi- 
mal proposition of State and local policy; 
and, before we close our remarks, we shall 
endeavor to dissipate the prejudice against 
Louisville, which too often expresses itself 
in an oppressive, as well as an unreason- 
ing, manner. 

The founders of every community have 
ee a market-place as among their 

earliest practical necessities, Why sof 
Because it is the nature of such popular 
institutions to equalize prices at the same 
time that they afford ready and con- 
venient traffic tor all articles of public use. 
Every village has «@ market-place, and 
great cities have scores of them; nor is the 
rule confined to villages and cities, for 
staples, like cotton and tobacco and money 
(tor money is as much a staple as cotton 
and tobacco), seek always some accesaible 
point within « certain eres, where they 
most do congregate and thus create what 
still goes by the name of a market. 

Louisville is a cotton market. It isa 
tobacco market. But itis not a money 
market. It is not a money market for the 
simple reason that the legislation which has 
relieved cotton and tobacco from restraint 
has been withdrawn from money. Money 
has a weight to carry in the shape of usury 
laws; and the cotton broker and tobacco

crop, find Louisville able to pay for what 
it buys, but not able to make large ad- 
vances on reasonable terms. He does not 
turn to Frankfort, or Lexington, or Padu- 
cah. They are thriving little cities; but 
they are not commercial emporiums. He 
secks St. Louis or Cincinnati, where ad- 
vantages are to be had, but these are in- 
convenient, and often inaccessible. The 
money which short-sighted legislation has 


| driven from Louisville to Cincinnati and 


St. Louis is invested there on good local 
security, whereas he may have only his 
home security to offer. Money is thus 
driven from Louisville, where it is con- 
fined, to St. Louis and Cincinnati, where it 
is comparatively free, aad Kentucky is 
made poor in order to fatten Ohio and Mis- 
souri. 

If the measure proposed should be 
adopted it would at once provide for Ken- 


money market; a focus of financial con- 
centration. The Lexington Statesman 
tells us that it would make Louisville the 
commercial metropolis of the Southwest, 
and so it would. Louisville is already 
the commercial metropolis of Kentucky. 
Louisville is already confessedly without 
a rival, or the possibility of rivalry within 
the limits of Kentucky. There is no 
chance for any other city in the State— 
we speak not vauntingly, but merely as a 
matter-of-fact which no reasonable man 
will dispute—to approach Louisville in 
size, in wealth,in opportunities these fifty 
years to come at the least calculation. 
Louisville is a great city—not a struggling 
town. A population of one hundred 
thousand never goes backward; its future 
is secured. Even with a muscular rival to 
combat, it will still go on doubling its re- 
sources; but when it is separated from its 
neighbors by such an immeasurable dis- 
proportion as exists between Louisville 
and each of the towns in Kentucky, com- 
parison becomes mere child’s play. There- 
fore we say, since Louisville is the com- 
mercial metropolis of Kentucky, is it 
not the imterest of Kentucky to aid 
her to become, if possible, the commercial 
metropolis of the Southwest; to build her 
up; to strengthen her; to foster and encour- 
age her enterprise, not less as an object of 
State pride than as a market-place? 

The inquiry would be absurd if it were 
not rendered necessary by the refusal of 
certain agricultural regions, which are as 
directly interested as we are, to concede 
anything to Louisville. So far, Louisville 
has fought her own good fight solitary and 
alone. She owes her prosperity to the en- 
ergy, the probity, the forecast, the common 
sense of her citizens, joined to certain geo- 
graphical advantages which have made 
her a metropolis, while older and once 
rival towns remain almost in their primi- 
tive condition. Her rivals are no longer 
within the limits of Kentucky. In legis- 
lating for her benefit the General Assem- 
bly is not called on to make unfair discrim- 
inations as to localities which should have 
equal facilities afforded them. It is not 
called on to legislate agaist the 
well-being of any city, village, town 
or hamlet in Kentucky. It is 
asked merely for a protective measure 
giving Louisville a chance in the race for 
precedence with cities outside of Kentucky; 
es ene So pectiion 
described by the Lexington Statesman as 
“the sciaioteha metropolis of the South- 
west.” 

This fs just what Kentucky should 
want, for the hour that pronounces Louis- 
ville a great commercial center, pronounces 
Kentucky, and all that in Kentucky is, 
as part and parcel of the same structure; 
its props and supports, which give sus- 
tenance and in turn receive sustenance, 
which yield aid and obtain comfort, at once 
the source of honor and profit and the re- 
source of mercantile and productive need 
een the length and breadth of the

Undoubtedly it is; and this brings us 
back to the provisions of the conventional 
interest bill, which we desire to enforce 
with all proper emphasis, but also with all 
proper deference to those who assume that 
it ought not te pass because it confers pe- 
culiar advantages on Jefferson county and 
the city of Louisville. Its provisions are 
very simple. Its objects are very fair. Its 
possibilities are next to certain. As mat- 
ters stand, money is scarce and hard to 
get. It is scarce because rival markets of- 
fer it better inducements and draw it 
hence. It is hard to get because it is re- 
strained by narrow statutes that limit its 
traffic to banks, which have superior priv- 
ileges granted them, and to speculators, 
who make their own terms, taking large 
risks, and demanding large advantages, 
and asking neither odds nor favors of the 
law. Whatwe seck is “a free market;— 
the same chance for the honest dealer 
as for the dishonest speculator, 
the same chance for the indfvidual lender 
as for the corporation;—and one plea in its 
behalf is this, that, by the creation of a 
free and central depot, such as Louisville 
would necessarily become by the passage 
of the act in question, money would be 
plentiful as it would be concentrated, and 
the rate of interest, gauged by the laws of 
supply and demand only, would settle to a 
cheap and convenient level. 

Make the act general and you destroy its 
concentrative advantages; apply it to Lou- 
isville,; which is already prepared to receive 
and profit by its advantages, and you se- 
cure at once a market as available to every 
county in the State as its own county seat, 
and much more certain because of its im- 
mense resources. 

We are conscious that we are urging our 
interest; but who does not? Yet we deny 
that we are urging that which will make 
any county orany town in Kentucky one 
penny the poorer. Is not all application 
foe-place an application for precedence? 
If A seeks to be Senator or Governor, does 
he not ask to be preferred to B? But if 
he is older or abler or, by some cause more 
suitable, do we not prefer him, and is 
our preference thus expressed regarded 
an act of injustice to his competitor? Is it 
not rather considered an act for the public 
good? In this character we conceive the 
conventional interest bill. It is a meagure 
looking to the direct advantage of Louis- 
ville, certainly, and,as such, we are for it 
as a matter of course; but, through Louis 
ville, it looks to the benefit of the whole 
State, and as such we ask members of the 
Legislature to vote for it; and, in this be- 
half, we make no ceremony in bespeaking 
the aid of the local press of the State. That 
press is conducted by men of intelligence 
and discretion, who must see the force of 
what we have said, and are surely above 
the reach of prejudices that have no foun- 
dation in good nature or good sense. 

In another article—for this has already 
gone out of its banks—we shall trace the 
progress of Louisville to her present posi- 
tion, compare her with other communities 
in Kentueky, show why the dispreportion 


’ exiats now and must continue to exist in- 


definitely, and seek, out of the inexorable 
logic of history and figures, to make 
plain a conclusion with which we are 
profoundly impressed, viz: that Louisville 
has reached a point where she may be ac- 
celerated beyond all previous advancement 
and forced into the position of the commer- 
cial metropolis of the Southwest. It will 
be seen that we aim high; but we have 
reasons for it, and the higher we go so high 
shall we see the State and the people of 
Kentucky, of which Louisville is indeed 
but the financial heart, on whose strength 
and elasticity the rest in great part de- 
pends. We assume nothing. We seek to 
ignore nothing. All of us have a common 
interest and future before us, and should go 
forward to its realization prepared to sup- 
port each other mutually and generously, 
and not to break each other down by petty 
jealousies and absurd rivalries, driving cap- 
ital and trade from ourdoor and building 
up alien interests and outside communi- 
ties.

A partial 
survey has already been mide, only a portion 
of the report of which has, through some un- 
accountable omission, been published, and 
that not ina form adapted to the require- 
ments of the public. Not only should the 
information contained in the report published 
and unpublished, be rendered available, but 
there ought to be no further nnnecessary delay 
in perfecting the survey. That Kentucky 
is rich in mineral resources is demonstrated 
beyond doubt, and there is a strong probabil- 
ity that the mineral wealth contained withia 
the limits of the commonwealth is far more 
considerable than has yet been ascertained. 
Though we have no reason to expect to find 
Golconda repeated in the wild valleys and 
gorges up the Cumberland,nor the yellow 
sands of Ophir strewed along the margin of 
the Rockeastle oor other Kentucky 
stream, yet have we abundant grounds for an- 
tictpating the development of coal fields, iron 
mines and other valuable mineral ores, far 
transcending in intrinsic and actual worth 
“the wealth of Ormus and of Ind.’’ Let us 
know what our Staic contains, and, what is 
not less important, when the existence of 
mineral wealth is ascertained let such public 
improvements be made as are essential to its 
development.

CARSWELL’S CONFESSION. 


The Last Moments of a Human Fiend. 
{From the New York Herald.) 
Roms, N. Y., Jan. 8, 1869. 

William Henry Carswell, who murdered the 
little girl Abbie Elizabeth Saaders last April 
near Camden, Oneida county, New York, was 
executed this morning in the jail yard at this 
place. 


THE MURDERER. 


Carswell was a native of the township of 
Camden, and was born on the 17th of Deeem- 
ber, 1 being consequently, at the time of 
his’ death, a little over twenty-eight | Years of 

. His parents wore then, and are still very 
poor and ignorant people, his father being the 
proprietor of a small farm of twenty-one acres, 
which he tilled himself. Yo Carswell, 
from the time he was able to understand the 
difference between a spade anda plow, was 
made to work on the farm, and also at times 
to hire himself out by the month to other 
farmers who were wil to pay him more 
than he could make by he ping 
home. He grew up in the vicinity of Camden, 
from boy to man, rude and uncouth, and be- 
ing naturally of a very unsociable disposition, 
was disliked by everybody who had the mis- 
fortune to come in contact with him. While 
he was yet in his teens his general reputation 
among his neighbors was such that no young 
man who had the slighest regard for his own 
good name considered it safe to be seen tn his 
company. 

THE VICTIM. 

Among the neighbors of the Carswells, on 
the 25th of April, 1868, was «a poor family by 
the name of Sanders, one of the members of 
which was a little girl named Abbie Elizabeth,

months. She was in no wise an attractive 
child for her beauty, but was a great favorite 
with all the little children in the township for 
her quiet ways and kindly nature.

THE BOSTON FESTIVAL. 


Preparations for the Biggest Thing of 
the Day in Music. 
{From the Boston Post.] 

This structure in which such an immense 
afiair is to occur of course will have to bea 
gigantic one, and will exceed in size anything 
ever erected in this country. The location has 
not been decided upon, and will be subject to 
the decision of the city government. It will 
probably be upon the common. The building 
will cover an area of ground 500 feet long and 
300 feet wide, and will require over 800,000 feet 
of lumber for its construction. The plan of 
the building bas — been prepared by Mr. 
F. Allen, architect, at 61 State strect, and is 
very finely executed, as its conception and de- 
tail are admirable. It is to be built in colise- 
um form, the seats slopin y from 
near the “‘eaves”’ of the to the floor 
of the parquet. The building will be 35 feet 
high at the eaves, and 110 feet high from the 

und to the apex of the roof. The in- 
clined plane which extends entirely around 
the structure, will be constructed in - 
ually descending steps. On the sides the !ow- 
est step will be elevated ten feet above the 
floor of the parquet, resembling in that respect 
the first balcony of a theater. bet ps the ends 
however, there is a continuance of the inclined 
lane to the floor of the parquet. The build- 
ng will be entered from all points of the com- 

, and there are three entrances upon each 
side and end, making twelve in all. Two of 
the entrances upon each side will lead directly 
up a flight of steps to the upper row of seats, 
or rather to a promenade ten feet wide, which 
will extend entirely around the building, mak- 
ing a walk of 1,800 feet in length. From this 
there are to be broad aisles nese which 

ple can pass easily to and from their seats. 
tis well to mention in this connection that 

when it is seid that the building will seat 50,- 

000 it is meant that there will be chairs 

provided for that number, which will be moy- 

able. This iaclined plane will be seventy-five 
feet in width, occupying just one-fourth of the 
entire space as far as the sides are concerned. 

The orchestra are to be seated in semi-circles 

one elevated slightly above another, so that 

those s tors having seats in the uet can 
see it without trouble. The singers will 
occupy seats upon each side as far as half the 
length of the building, and also one end, occu- 
ying about one-third the length of the buiid- 
ng.
